Organization

Scully Capital Securities Corporation Delaware corporation the Company or the Securities

Company was incorporated in March 1987 and maintains its office in the District of Columbia

The Company was organized to provide advice and execute municipal securities transactions for

clients The Companys business also includes the selling of corporate debt securities to act as

The Company considers all highly liquid investments with maturity of three months or less when

purchased to be cash equivalents The Company maintains its cash in checking account which

is federally insured and at various times in brokerage deposit accounts with an unaffiliated broker-

dealer which maintains SIPC insurance There were no amounts in excess of federally insured

limits at June 30 2010 The Company has not experienced any losses in such accounts The

Company believes it is not exposed to any significant credit risk on cash and cash equivalents

Concentrations

The Company grants credit to its customers during the normal course of business and generally

requires no collateral Amounts due from four customers at June 30 2010 totaled $71649 or

approximately 100% of total accounts receivable Three customers represent approximately 91%
of contract revenue for 2010

An allowance for doubtful accounts receivable has not been recorded as all amounts are deemed

The Company as registered broker and dealer in securities is subject to the Securities and

Exchange Commissions Net Capital Rule Reg 240.1 5c3-1 which requires each broker or dealer

to maintain minimum specified amount of net capital at all times Net capital is calculated by

discounting the value of certain types of securities as provided in the Rules The Company is

required to maintain minimum net capital of not less than $5000 under its agreement with the

FINRA The Company must notify the FINRA if net capital goes below $6000 in net capital It

is also prohibited from having its aggregate indebtedness exceed 1500 percent of its net capital

At June 30 2010 the Companys ratio of aggregate indebtedness see Rule 15c3-1cx to net

capital was .28 to or 28 percent of its net capital The Companys net capital was $143542

which exceeded the Companys minimum net capital requirements by $138542

Withdrawals of equity capital through redemption or repurchase of shares dividend payments or

other distributions and any unsecured advances or loans to stockholders or affiliates require

advance notice to the Securities and Exchange Commission In no event may such withdrawal

or distribution be made if it would reduce net capital to less than 120% of the Companys required

minimum net capital Dividend distributions withdrawals of capital and loans to affiliates

exceeding specified percentage of broker dealers net capital may require approval of the

Securities and Exchange Commission

The Company does not conduct retail business as broker or dealer and does not maintain

possession or control of securities for customers As such the Company is not subject to the

requirements of Rule 15c3-3

NOTE 4- INCOME TAXES

Deferred tax assets arising from the Parent Companys use of the Companys operating losses

have been offset by deferred tax liabilities related to the difference between financial accounting

and the cash basis accounting used for tax purposes
